sweetmeats, and fine wine, Rane brings her coarse bread, hard 
cheese, and rough ale. Florie prefers velvet, and Rane dresses 
her in wool. 

But I don’t stop there. 

Florie prefers to be alone, so naturally the hero is with her 
constantly. She doesn’t like to be the center of attention, so I 
make a humiliating spectacle out of her. She’s terrified of the 
enemy English, so they’re a constant threat. 

Then, when she thinks things can’t get any worse, I make 
Florie, who has sworn on her mother’s grave never to fall in 
love, fall in love. 

Of course, I put a few thumbscrews to the hero, too. 

Since Rane prefers compliant blondes, I throw him a 
spunky brunette. I obligate him to take care of Florie when 
he’s supposed to be providing for starving peasants. I force 
him to choose between his loyalty to his lord and his love for 
Florie. 

And because Rane is pretty much the village stud, I taunt 
him with women he can’t have, all the while dangling the 
virgin Florie in front of him. 

It’s a cruel game, I suppose, making my characters suffer 
so much. But in the end, it really does make everyone’s 
“happy ever after” that much happier! After all, what’s 
pleasure without a little pain?
